I3C.1 Sumary 

The speeding up of war preparations in Czechoslovakia and the entire I)astom 
Bloc is evident. Propaganda caii?»aigns are being waged in schools, in the army, 
and by all means available to the state. More of a military than a political 
natxire are the Russian language classes which are being offered. As far as 
the strategic mission of the Czechoslovak anty is concerned, it seems that it 
is being regrouped in such a manner that units stationed in oouti^m Bohemia 
and Moravia could take part in the Soviet maneuvers from Austria, i^ile fonaa- 
tions stationed in the C2hre river vall^ {1st Amy Corps, 12th and Hth Mvs) 
could join operations of Soviet trwps in Saxoty. The 3rd Amy Corps, Pilsen, 
(Uth and 11th Divs) is an operational group for maintaining liaison between 
both the aforementioned groups. The equipping of the Czech army with Soviet 
equipment is far from being completed} several months will still be neoessa^ 
before the undcrtalcing is finished. 
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
